PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, March 29, ’01. 
The budget debate was closed at four 
o’clock this morning and a vote reach- 
ed. The vote on the amendment of the 
Gpporition which was put first stood 
Gt to 118, a ‘majority of 54 in favor of 
the government. The vote on ‘the mo- 
tion of the government to go inti com- 
mittee of ways and means was carried 
by 117 to 68. The difference between 
the two votes was occasioned by Calvin, 
independent-conservative of Fronten- 
ac, Ont., voting against the amendment 
of the Gpposition om the first vote and 
against tne motid ofi the government 
on the second. The logic of Mr. Caj- 
vin’s position was that by his first 
vote he declared against the projposed 
protective policy of tha opposition and 
by his second against the general pol- 
idy of the government. Girard, inde- 
pendent-conservative for Ohicoutimi, 
(uebec, voted with the government on 
both occasuons. Rebinson, independ; 
ent-conservative for West Elgin, was 
not present, but had he been would no 
doubt have voted against! the amend- 
ment. Richardson, independent-lib- 
eral of Lisgar, voted with the govern- 
egnant on both votes. The result shows 
that although the principle of pro- 
tective duties in favor of manufactur- 
es has no doubt a very strong hold on 
parliament, especially on the Ontariq 
section, the cgipositioa lost something 
and gaixei nothing by their resolution 
in its favor. The debate lasted fram 
Thursday, the 14th until Friday, the 
wth, and the interest was very well 
muintained throughout, especially con- 
sidering that the lange majority for 
the government was a foregone con- 
clusion. Loiyg speeches were the ex- 
cepiion and more than the tsual 
amount of fairness and fair play was 
manifested, mere was some crowd- 
ing out, however, at the latter end, 
as the vote had, been agreed upon for 
Thursday between the leaders. In 
fursuance of this agreement absent 
members had been gathered in to make 
as full a vote as possible, and so, in 
order that the arrangement might be 
carried out members sat and sat while 
other members talked and talked un- 
til at four a. m.on Friday, either those 
who had anything tc say had said it 
or had decided that they would rather 
get to bed than say it, and the dgcisive 
vote of the session was taken. The 
vote on the budget is the standard of 
the strength of the government for the 
session. Certainly the government has 
no cause of complaint against the ex- 
pression of confidence by, the house. 
Wednesday, being a private members 
day, was chief:y aoccupied by a discus- 
sion on a resolution of Fortin, of Mon- 
treal, to make the salaries of civil sery- 
ants attachable for debt. Quebec and 
Manitoba provides for this as far as 
their own officials are concerned, and 
there seems to ba no gvod reason whiy 
officials of the Dominio:i should be in 
a different position from gather citi- 
zens. The plea set up against the 
proposition is that it would entail end- 
less worry on the government. his is 
a very poor compliment to be paid by 
the government ta its officials and is 
not jusuuied, Jn any casq@ if it is pos- 
sible for the C. P. R. say, to carry on 
business having far more officials than 
the government subject to the ordinary 
law of the Jand, it ought to be quite as 
possible for the government.

ON THE BUDGET DEBATE. 

Speaking on western development 
and Canada’s prosperity on the debate 
on the budget io yarliament, on the 
eind. March, Mr. Oliver said: 

Another side of the question I 
would like to touch, and onl? I have not 
beard dealt with yet, is with regard 
to the great prosperity which has flow- 
ed over this country during the past 
four or five years. I read from the 
epeech ef the hon. the finance min- 
ister: 

Put io summing ug; the affairs of the 
country, we are able; to describe it as 
one of uaexampied prosperity. Pros- 
perity in trade ard manufactures has 
brought prosperity to our national fin- 
anoes, and enables me at the closs of 
the year to announce results which, 
i is not too much to say, form the 
most satisfactory financial statement 
that ever fell to the lot of a minister 
of financss to make in the Dominion 
of Canada. At a time of very con- 
silerable financial stringency, at a 
time, too, when our expenditures were 
being conducted on a very liberal 
scale, we found our revenues so gener- 
ous that we were able to provida for 
all our needs without having to resort 
to fresh loans, of even to ani issue of 
treasury bills.” 

Ii wart to call the attention of the 
house to the statement, which has not 
been challenged, that we are to-day 
financially and commercially jn a most 
exceplivnally prosperous gondition, 
and the question arises is that condi- 
tion likely to continue? If it is, we 
are to be congratulated. If it is not, 
we are to some extent to be pitied. The 
hon. the finance minister deals with 
that question as follows: 

I think we have probably now ks 
ed about the crest of the wave of pros- 
perity. I do not expect that we shail 
have ay serious reverses. I think the 
busizess of Canada has been developed 
during the past four or five years up- 
ow very sate aad sound lines. I think 
there has been, to a veny large extent, 
an absence of that inflation which is 
so api to mark a period of good iimes. 
I am cf opiaion’ that the business! of 
the country as a whole has been so 
carefully conducted and is on such! a 
sound basis that wa are not likely to 
suffer any serious reverse, but I do 
net think it is reasonable to expect 
that we can go On increasing our busi- 
bess as rapidiy as we have during the 
past few years. What may happen is 
that we might suffer a check. 

I would be very sorry, Mr. Speaker, 
to hold out false bopes with regard to 
the future prosperiuy of our country. 
if we are iiable to suffer a check, it 
is desirable that we should know it 
beforehuud and prepare for it, and cer- 
tainly the minister of finance is en- 
titled to eveny crediy for his prudence 
im calling altemtion to that unfortun- 
ate possivility. That point 1 pro- 
poss to discuss iif a few minutes, but 
tbo question I propose to consider now 
is, whenre comes this great pwosperity, 
bocause upon the source of that pros- 
perity depends its continuance. “Dhat 
Is a polol wich has not been fully 
brought out in this debate. Our pros- 
perity comes not from the fact that 
we have been dolog business, but from 
th fact that we have been dving an in- 
creased business: It is in} the fact of 
the increase that our frOSperity lies, 
and it ison the question as to whethe: 
that increase will continue or not, that 
the continuance of our prosperity de- 
peods. Where did this increase in 
trade come from? Dii it come by ac- 
cident ? Did it droy; from the ‘clouds ¢ 
Have the farmers of Oatariy Produced 
very much more crops during the past 
four years than durings ihe preceding 
four years as to account for our ia- 
creased export trade to the amount, 
I think of $155,560,000? Is it due to 
the increas? in our lumbering indus. 
tily ? Is it due to the increasa on our 
fisheries and our manufac tures? No 
doubt there bas been an increase and 
a very satisfactory and desirable in- 
creas?, in thoss lines. There is no 
doubt that the sound administration 
of the Finance Minister api his sound 
polizy, have aided in increasing the 
general trade of the country a very 
considerable number of millions of dol- 
lars. But I Submit, not: to the extent 
of $155 1-2 millions in the period of 
four years. I claim that, the increase 
of trade within the last four or five 
Nears is due to the developunent of the 
countiy west of Lace Superior. From 
there and only from tbere could that 
stupendous increas> come, and from 
there and from there only did it come. 
I feel constrained to dwell upon this 
point particularly, because of ceriain 
slurs which I hava heard cast in this 
hous2 as to that western country — 
not so much, I admit, in recent as in 
former years. I kolow it! was the ac- 

cepted idea in the public life of Can- 
ada not so many years ago, that the 
development of the western country 
was a mil]l-stoze around the neck of 
cus ern Canada, Apd that iden, J 
am sorry to say, is held yet in a gool 
marly of the back townships of this 
easter; country. I draw attention; to 
Ne fact that we are enjoying  un- 
exampled (trade prosperity in Canada - 
anti I draw attention to the fact that 
the only possible source from which 
d4hat unexampiled trads prosperity 


could come was the development of the |; 


couatry west of Lake Superior. 


Mr, Sproule, May I ask tht hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Oliver) if it was from 


there that the large increase of ex- | 


portation in bams and bacon came 
ana also the intrease in our peanet, of 
wheat t : . ; 

Mr. Oliver. Not the hams and EERE 


but certainly the wheat. 
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. Sproule. And the cheese? 
No. ; 

And the butter? 

Mr. Oliver. Partly, but rot  al- 
together. I said that ths -imprave- 
ment of conditions in eastern Canada 
did account for millions of dollars. 
under the wiso administration and 
policy of the present government. 1 
acknowledge that; but, I ask, and I 
challenge the hon. gentleman (Mn 
Sproule), did the increase in the ex- 
ports of cheese and hams and bacon 
aecount for this increase of cvez $155,- 
000,000 in our exports? 

Mr. Sproule. A share of it. 

Mr. Oliver. Undoubtedly, bat only 
a share of it. ) {4 

Mr. Sproule. The larger part/ of it. 

Mr. Oliver. We will see about that 
later—for that is the very point. We 
do not wish, remember, to set ul as 
sectionalists; but, we will not accegt 
the position that the country which is 
—I wil! not say the hope, it has been 
the hope for many years—the founda-. 
tion of the prosperity that Canada is 
enjoying, prosperity that is keep- 
ing the factories of eastern Canada 
busy, and is causing this house to dis- 
cuss day after day questions of trans- 
portation and terminal facilities—I 
say we will not accept the position 
that that country is a drawback or 
in anly way a detriment to the welfare 
of Canada at large, or that any policy 
which tends toward the development 
of that country is not a good rolicy 
and a sound policy for the Dominion 
at large. 

Mr. Sproule. Nobody disputes that; 
there is no need! to argue it. 

Mr, Oliver. I am giad to have the 
support of the hon member (Mr. 
Sproule). I hope I shall be as success- 
ful with his colleagues on that side 
Prosperity has come because increase 
of exports and increase of exports bas 
come because of westerm development 
—that is, the farger part of it. It is 
the exports that pay’ for the imports, 
and, when we find out where thd ex- 
ports come from, we. Know where our 
prosperity comes from. I find, _ on 
jooking over the finagca minister’s 
statements, that our exports increas- 
ed from 1899 to 1900 to the extent of

about 32 millions. I find) of that the 
increase in the products of the mine 
represented about 11 millions. How 


much of that came [rom Madoc or 
Marmora? i find that the increase in 
the export of animals and their pro- 
ducts amounted to about $9 1-2 mil- 


lious. I find that the increase in the 
export of agmeuitural products 
amounted to about $41-2 millions. 


That is to say, out of this tatal of $32 
millions, the increase in these three 
items repeesented $25 millions, and I 
submit that of the iucrease in these 
three items the greater part necessari- 
ly and actually came from the country 
west of lake Superior. No man can 
argue tht the mining industries of 
the eastern coupuy produced $1i mil- 
lions more for export last year than 
in the preceding year. No man can 
argue pat there was $91-2 millions 
more of animals and their products 
from eastern Canada thap there was 
in the year previous. No — can 
argue that inere was $41-2 millions 
more of agrisultural Ah ex- 
ported from eastern Canada than 
there was uy the year previous. The 
greater fart, of Lys increase, neces- 
sarily und as a matter of fact, .came 
from west ol Lake Superor, and it was 
this ingrease of exports from that 
western country that, as I say, kept 
your laglomes going and your whole- 
sale houses busy. Jinis is the secret 
of your propsperty; and, inasmuch as 
the devesopracat o1 that western coun- 
iy is nol ended, is only beginning, 
I bebeve Tjat wa are not necessarily 
at the end, but, if a wise and careful 
policy is pursued, we shall iind that we 
ano byt af Loe begimning of an era 
of prospeatity greater even than the 
present. 

I have given the increase of exports 
in three great lines. Now! let us see 
the other side. I find that our exports 
of marjufactures increased about $2 1-2 
millions a very desirable increase, un 
incre ase that we are pleased to sve 
and that we are proud of, but an _ in- 
crevuse that was a result of prosperity 
rai her than the cauve of it. Our fish- 
ery exyzorts increased by about $1 1-4 
milliog.s, Our exportss of the products 
of the forests increased about $1 1-2 
millior.s. These are interests and in- 
dustri¢s particularly connected wiih 
easterr Canada, We find that .« in 
these items our exports have been in- 
crease d to the extent of about $51-4 
milliowis as against an increase of 
about $25 millions in the products of 
the mine and the farm. Had we been 
depen ding, then, upon the pleasing 
and satisfactory increase which has 
tak ga place in these lines, while we 
shomild have had fairly good times, we 
shcmld not have had the unexampied 
Prcsperity which the minister of fin+ 
an >x speaks of so fully in his opening 
re marks, and which is beyond chal- 
le nge or question. Not only has there 
b een an inerease in, our exports as be- 
'wween last year and the year before, 
fut, taking the figures given us by 
the finance minister, we find ‘bat there 
has been an ipcrease very much’ in the 


» same proportion, in the period of four 
; Years from i896 to 1900, as compared 


with the period from 1893 to 1896. 


As between those two periods the 
total increase of exports was $155 1-2 
millions. Of these exports $37 1-2 
millions were of mines, and $83 3-4 
millions were of farm and animal piro- 
ducts of the mine and of the farm. 
Manufactures increased $1251-4 mil- 
lions of the products of the mines and 
~of the farm. Manufactures increas- 
yed $13 1-2 millions the) products of the 


forest, $12 millions, ang the fisberies, 
On the one side! of the slate you have 
$121 1-4 millions and on tbe other side 


$26 1-4 millions. 

Ielaim that there is something more 
required in the administration of the 
public affairs of this country than 
mere tinkering with the tariff. The 
tariff is not everything, though I ad- 
mit that it is important, inasmuch as 
it touches everly one; in the maiter of 
taxation. It affects, or can be made 
to affect, every current of trade. 
not wish to minimize the importance 
of the tariff, but I do think its import- 
ance has been greatly exaggerated in 
discussions of this subject. From!’ the 
figures I have placed before this house, 
itis clear that a policy that will tend 
to the still greater development of the 
mining and agricultural interests, 
which particwlarly belong to the 
country west of Lake Superior, is the 
policy: which will best maintain and 
increase our prosperity. 

As to whether this inerease did 
come from west of Lake Superior or 
not, is a question I will briefly con- 
sider. Of course, we cacnot separate, 
in the trade returns, that which came 
from one part of the country from 
that which came from another. It 
alk goes out and all comes in’ through 
our great ports and ou: gieat whotle- 
sale centres, and everything) coming 
in through these ports is credited to 
such ports and to the provinces’ in 
which the are found. Therefore, we 
have to go to other sources for out 
information as to the increased pro- 
duction of the western country. I find 
from tbe speech of the finance minister 
that from 1897.to 1960 the goverument 
collected, a royalty of $2 millions upon 
the gold output of the Yukon. That 
royalty was levied, supposedly, at a 
rate of 10 per cent on all the gold 
mined over. Iithink ,$2,500 to each 
mine. I do not throw any aspersion 
upon the honesty of the peaple of the 
Yukon, nor upon the ability of the offi- 
cials there; but I think if you will de- 
duct the $2,500 exemptions, and if 
you will make a reasonable allowance 
for the dislike of people to pay royal- 
tty unless they are obliged to, and for
